New Lonx, A 4.— The following 
is Gov. Tilden’s letter of acceptance: 
Ausany, July 31, 1876. 
Gentlemen: 


When I had the honor. 
to receive a personal delivery of your 
letter, on behalf of the democratic na- 
tional con vention, held on the 28th of 
June, at St. Louis, advising me of my 
nomination as the candidate of the 
constituency represented by that body, 

’| for the president of the United States, 
or | 1 answered that at my earliest conve- 
, | nience, and in conformity with usage, 
I would = and trausmit to you a 
formal letter of acceptance. I now 
avail myself of the first interval, in una- 
voidable acceptance, to fill that engage- 
ment. 

The convention before making its 
nominations adopted a declaration of 
principles which as a whole, seem to 
me a wise exposition of the necessities 
of our country and of the reforms 
needed to bring back the government 
to its true functions, to restore 22 of 
administration and to renew the pros- 
perity of the people. But, some of 
these reforms are so ungent that they 
claim more than a passing approval. 

Meform in Public Expense. 

The necessity of a reform in the scale 
of public expense, federal, state and 
municipal, and in the modes of federal 
taxation, justifies all the prominence 

iven to it in the declaration of the St. 
Soaks convention. The present de- 
ression in all the business and indus- 
tries of the people, which is depriving 
labor of its employment and carrying 
want into so many homes, has its 
principal cause in excessive govern- 
mental consumption under the ill . 
ofa specious prosperity, engende 
by the false policies of the federal gov- 
ernment. A waste of capital has been 
going on ever since the of 1865 
which could only en in univer- 
sal disaster. The federal taxes 
of the last eleven years reach 
the gigantic sum of $4,500,000,000.. Lo- 
cal taxation has amounted to two- 
thirds as much more, and the vast ag- 
te is not less than $7,500,000,000. 
This enormous taxation followed a civil 
war that had greatly impaired our ag- 
gregate wealth, and made a prompt 
reduction in indispensabie. 
It was va by most unscientific 
and ill- advised methods of taxation 
that increased the sacrifices of the peo- 
ple far beyond the receipts of the treas- 
ury. It was aggravated more by a fi- 
naneial policy which tended to dimin- 
ish the energy, skill and ecotomy of 
production and the frugality of uri vate 
n miscaleula- 
tion in busi and an untemunera- 
tive use of capital and labor. Even in 
p umes the daily wants of 
industrious communities press closely

Some months ago the republican erry 
leaders in Washington became satisfied 
that.nothing short of an interposition 
of fate would save their party in the 
appreathing presidential contest. The 

ouse had gone on from exposure to 
exposure, new one more damning 
than its predecessor, and when the 
whole record of infamy culminated in 
the wreck of Belknap, there was an 
absolute panic.
